NAVY'S AERONAUTICS 
DUREAU SETS HIGHER 


PLANESJBJECTIVE 


TO SEEK OVErTTWO THOUS- 


AND AIRPLANES BY YEAR 


1941 
REPORT SHOWS 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 17. 


—OP)—The navy's aeronau- 
tics bureau has set an ob- 
jective of 2,050 airplanes 
by 1941, compared with an 
earlier goal of 1,910. 


Rear Admiral A. B. Cook, 


chief of the bureau, disclos- 
ed the number of aircraft now 
considered necessary to accompany 
the current ship construtlon pro- 
gram at hearings on .the navy's 
appropriation bill, made public to- 
day. 


He said, however, the new ob- 
jective "has not yet had the ap- 
proval of the navy department." 


It is bnsed, he added, on in- 


creasing some marine squadrons 
from 12 to 18 planes and pro- 
viding additional planes for train- 
Ing at the Pensacola, Fla., air sta- 
tion and for other shore stations. 


No appreciable Increase Is con- 


tcmpleted, Cook said, In the num- 
ber for the fleet. 


The aviation program, the ad- 


miral said, calls for 1,921 planes 
In the next fiscal year, but reduc- 
tions In funds approved by the 
budget bureau are expected to re- 
sult in having 
1,870 
available 


or awaiting delivery on July 1, 
1936. 


The budget estimates, he said, 


provide 
for 
replacement of 284 


regular navy and naval reserve 
air planes and for 35 to Increase 
the naval air force. 


Cook testified that the $28,860,- 


000 provided for airplane purchas- 
,*s in the current fiscal year would 
buy only 320 planes, whereas it 
had been estimated 
the 
funds 


would be sufficient for 387. He 
said airplane costs generally had 
gone up.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 15.— 
Rep. May (D-Ky), newly elected 
chairman of the house military af- 
fairs committee, urged today that 
army expansion be kept in step 
with the proposed strengthening of 
naval forces. 


May said he would confer next 
week with General Malln Craig, 
chief of staff, about building up the 
nation's land forces.

Members of the house naval com- 
mittee disclosed President Roose- 
velt's message asking a now naval 
construction program would not be 
sent to congress until the house 
completes action on the regular an 
nual naval appropriation bill about 
the middle of next week. 
Funds to start construction of 22 
new naval vessels wore recommend 
ed for inclusion in the regular 
measure but the president Is ex- 
pected to request authorization for 
a huge construction program which 
would expand the navy well be- 
yond the limits of the defunct Lon 
don naval treaty. 
Chairman Vlnson (D-Ga) of the 
house naval committee has com- 
pleted a bill to carry out the presi- 
dent's proposals, but has refused to 
divulge its contents in advance of 
the message. , 


Well-informed

members 
said, however, the bill would pro- 
vide between 37 and 40 warships- 
three battleships, three or 
four 
heavy cruisers, a similar number 
of light cruisers, 20 destroyers, six 
submarines and three aircraft car- 
riers. They said the program also 
would call for aircraft construction 
about 20 per cent In excess of 
treaty strength.

PROMOTE WORLD PEACE 


DESTROYED IN 1933 


SAN FRANCISCO, Jan. 15.—(XP) 
—Former President Herbert Hoo- 
ver, discussing a proposed eight- 
joint program of "American Pol- 
cles for Peace," today charged the 
present United States government 
once "destroyed" an opportunity to 
promote a world peace based on 
iconomic prosperity. 


"I do not need to emphasize that 
prosperity of nations Is the best 
sedative to hate," said Mr. Hoover 
n declaring the world has been en- 
gaged "in an open or submerged" 
:rade war since 1932. 


'The unparalleled opportunity to 
lave brought some measure of eco- 
nomic peace was lost when the 
world economic conference was de- 
layed and finally destroyed by our 
government In 1933," the former 
president declared. 


Mr. Hoover spoke before the San 
Francisco section of the Women's 
National Republican Club. 


The present neutrality act and 
administration tariff policies were 
censured by Mr. Hoover. The act, 
he said, might even get America 
Into war. 
"I believe this law would col- 
lapse In the first contact with real- 
ties. It already has proved absurd 
in tho first war it met. 
"For 
if there Is humor In such 
events, Its only effect has been 
that neither Japan nor China has 
formally declared war, and there- 
fore there Is excuse that the law 
docs not operate." 
Declaring America neither wants 
nor has any purpose in war, Mr. 
Hoover said this nation, however, 
must keep world respect and pro- 
tect its citizens abroad. 
"However," 'he said, "where our 
citizens insist on acting recklessly, 
their faith that we will jeopardize 
the future of our democracy should 
be made more and more remote."

Jews to Palestine, to cooperate In 
building up the 
national home 
there. 


Thinly populated countries were 


asked to revise Immigration laws 
to make possible the settlement 


of a greater number of Jews. 


The council asked the German 
government to stop any further 
curtailment of Jewish economic 
privileges, especially any act which 
might mako elderly Jews become 
burdens on public welfare Institu- 
tions. 


High sources indicated the eco- 
nomic ministry, headed by Col. 
Gen. 
Hermann Wllhelm Goerlng, 
soon would have a special office 
charged with liquidating the Jew 
in economic life. 


A decree Is ready for promul- 
gation 
whereby Jewish 
depart- 


ment stores must close or be tak- 
en over by Aryans. 
Jews

longer could engage in real es- 
tate business or acquire property. 
What would be done about real 
estate now Jewish owned was not 
revealed. 


A number of Jewish banks re-

SHEPPARD PREDICTS CONGRESS

beverage alcohol, a

Sheppard said recent majority 


votes in Alabama, Georgia and

were "striking Indications 
that the people are becoming dis- 
satisfied and convinced that re- 
peal promises have not been kept." 


The 
three 
elections, however, 


were "too few to bo conclusive 
of tho general state of public 
sentiment."

not prohibit," 


Sheppard said. "It will prohibit 
if public opinion Is sufficiently be- 
hind it 
Sheppard asserted 
that repeal 


had brought an Increase in the 
number of criminal offenses 
for 


which liquor Is responsible. 
"In a struggle for material ex- 


istence," he observed with refer 
cnce to repeal, "we raised the 
dollar above the soul." 


COMPLETE RAIL ROAD SYSTEM 


TO BE CONSTRUCTED BY ROAD 
CONTRACTOR BUILDING BRIDGE 


Navarro county 
will 
have a 


complete railroad 
system within 
the next few weeks! 


The system will be started ear- 


ly next week If weather condi- 
tions permit. 


Steels and cross-ties are already 


on the ground. 


"Believe it or not," the system 


will be of regulation steel rails 
and will have a trackage of 850 
feet, but will not have depots, 
flagmen, 
signal 
system, 
trestles 


or locomotives. There will not be 
any passenger agents, high-salar- 
ied executives or offices. No Y's 
or round-houses are included in 
the system. 


The industrial ralroad will be 
constructed 
at the site of tho 
Highway 
22 
bridge 
spanning 
Chambers 
creek 
several 
miles 


southeast of Eureka. The bridge 
and approaches arc being built by 
the John W. Abbott Construction 
Company of Fort Worth. 


The rails are 75-pounders and 
the crosstles are being procured 
In the bottoms adjacent to 
the 
bridge site. 


The trackage will be run on the 
ground alongside the bridge and 
will be utilized to haul materials 
such as mixed concrete, steel and 
pilings going into the construction 
of the bridge extending from the 
hill west of the creek to tho top 
of the protecting levee embank- 


ment on the cast side 
of 
the 


channel. The central mixing plant 
will be on the west side of the 
job. 


A truck equipped with 
flanges 


for use on the railroad will fur- 
nish the motive power and trail- 
ers will be drawn behind it. The 
tracks are down-hill most of the 
way and the truck will have little 
dlfficultry 
In starting and pull- 


ing the loads. When the site of 
the work is reached, the steel, 
concrete, etc., will be hoisted to 
the place desired by cranes. The 
return trip back will be In re 
verso with the truck backing up 
the railroad tracks. 


C. C. Roddy, one of tho engi- 
neers of the state highway de- 
partment, states that as far as 
he knows, this is the first time 
such an Industrial railroad has 
been used on 
highway 
brldgn 


construction projects. The gener- 
al practice Is to build a road of 
logs and operate 
trucks 
over 


them, but tho Abbott company 
had 
the 
rails available and It 
was a cheaper and better pro- 
cedure to build the tracks than 
the log road. 


A number of the courthouse at- 
taches, headed by Walter Hayes, 
chief deputy sheriff, plan to go 
to the site of the new railway 
system as soon as it is started 
next week.

man. It is dictatorial control 
of the press. Censorship and 
suppression

spreading to epidemic pro- 
portions. More 
and

millions of people in Europe 
and 
South 
America 
and 


Asia hear only a one-sided 
and highly colored view of 
world 
events. 


"Where there is freedom 


of thought and expression, 
as in the British Common- 
wealth, 
Switzerland, Hol- 


land, Sweden, Norway, Den- 
mark, Argentina 
and 
the 


United 
States," says 
Mr. 


Ackerman, "the national 
state of mind toward inter- 
national relationships is as 
different from the present 


"situation in Brazil, Russia, 


Italy, Germany and Japan 
as day from night." 


Peace among nations de- 


pends on educated citizens, 
familiar with 
international 


relations and able to under- 
stand their effect upon do- 
mestic life and conditions. 
There can be no such edu- 
cation 
and 
understanding 


without complete freedom 
for 
the 
agencies of com- 


munication, particularly the 
press. 


To 
combat 
this 
black 


plague, 
Ackerman 
recom- 


mends an increasing flow of 
constructive news between 
the North and South Ameri- 
can nations and a shift of 
emphasis from crime and 
disorder to constructive mat- 
ters in news going from the 
United States to all foreign 
lands. The democracies have 
many things in their favor 
which the people in the 
dictatorships know nothing 
about. We 
must 
not 
let 


them be obscured by mis- 
representation 
and 
sensa- 


tionalism. 


SILVER MAGIC. 


The government's cut in 


the price of newly produced 
American silver, from 77.57 
to 64.64 cents an ounce, 
may close a lot of marginal 
mines in Arizona, Colorado, 
Idaho, 
Montana, 
Nevada 


and Utah, but Jthe average 
"mine can still make a nice 
profit. The reduced1 figure 
is more than 20 cents above 
the world price. Uncle Sam 
can still buy the metal in 
the foreign market, if he 
wants to, for about 45 cents 
an ounce. 


The 
difference 
between 


the world price 
and 
the 


government price is what 
Uncle 
has 
been 
paying 


American 
producers, as a 


subsidy to our silver mining 
industry, 
which 
employs 


several 
hundred thousand 


people. It seems to have 
been primarily a 
business 


stimulus for the 
western 


mountain states. The pres- 
ent law requires the contin- 
ued buying of silver until 
this metal equals one-third 
of the gold in the United 
States Treasury. 
T h a t 


would mean more than $4,- 
000,000,000 of silver for the 
gold now on hand. 


Many wonder what is the 


use of accumulating all the 
white and yellow bullion. 
The government isn't say- 
ing. 
Some observers have 


had a notion that Treasury 
advisers, seeing the finan- 
cial uncertainty 
prevailing 


over most of the world in 
late years, thought it wise 
to 
accumulate this 
vast 


.qualtity 
of 
solid 
money- 


metal 
so that, 
whatever 


happened elsewhere, our fi- 
nances would have a sound 
basis. 


As for the cost of this sil- 


ver it's like 
a 
juggler's 


trick. Now you see it and 
now you don't. 
The mo- 


ment the government buys 
an ounce of silver for 64.64 
cpnts, it is worth twice that 
much, and by law must be 
so recorded 
in the U. S.

Board experts say one sixth of 
tho state's annual average output 
of 
60,000,000 pounds of wool is 
consumed by knitters—a fireside 
pastime which underwent a re- 
birth in the world war. 


A resolve to put wool sweaters, 
mittens and sox on every soldier 
in the A. E. F. caused an epi- 
demic that placed "yarn Into ev- 
ery home, needles into every easy 
chair and dropped stitches into 
the national consciousness." 


"Tho 
war 
stopped," 
tho 
re- 
searchers, reported, "but the knit- 
ting didn't and 
needles 
kept 


clicking until 1922 when 10,000,- 
000 pounds of wool were used— 
an 
all-time high 
for 
yarn-con- 
sumption in America. 


"Knitting interfered with pleas- 


ure In tho hectic pre-depresslon 
era and the craze died until Mrs, 
Eleanor 
Roosevelt 
walked 
into 


congressional 
galleries 
with a 


knitting bap under her arm and 
calmly 
plied 
her 
needles while 
congress hammered out legisla- 
tion. And again the nation be- 
gan to knit." 


Planning board authorities say 


10,000,000 persons, a twelfth of 
the 
population, 
wero 
following 


the example of tho first lady in 
1936.That knitting Is by no means 
purely a feminine occupation was 
one of the findings of research- 
ers. A short time ago, they said, 
England hailed a new monarch 
whose mother taught him to knit 
and King Leopold of 
Belgium 
"can turn out a necktie with the 
best of them." 


They found the art an ancient 


one with Scot Highlanders and 
said the former Prince of Wales 
took up knitting years ago out of 
patriotic consideration for Aus- 
tralian wool. 


Terming the sheep-raiser "cham- 


pion spender of the world," the 
board experts said the average 
size of a Texas sheep ranch was 
10,000 acres. They said shepherds 
no longer existed in the state be- 
cause net wire fences enclose 95 
per cent of the 8,000,000 sheep. 
"In 100 miles, from Sonora. to 
Del Rio," researchers said, "there 
are but five houses, all well-built, 
palatial homes.

field and Fort Stockton, 75 miles 
of Ranches present but six wind- 
mills without a house."

President Vetoes 
Pay Increase For 


Menial Workers 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 17.— ^P)— 


President Roosevelt vetoed today 
a house bill increasing the hourly 
pay of part-time charmen and char- 
women In the postoffice 
depart- 


ment from 50 cents and 55c to 56 
cents and 60 cents respectively. 
He advised congress he consider- 


ed the measure to be "fundamental- 
ly objectionable" on three counts: 


1. It Increased the pay In one 


branch of the government service 
without applying the same Increase 
to other branches. 
2. The Increased rate, on a per 


annum basis, exceeded the average 
rate fixed by law for all other em- 
ployes in the same grade. 
3. Tho measure raised the pay 
rate for one class of employes In 
one grade under the classification 
act "without taking Into considera- 
tion the effect of such Increases 
upon the rates of pay for other 
grades under the_aet."
